Some folks say that the “Charles­ 
ton,” newest dance craze, originated 
in Gallipolis, Ohio. Others maintain 
that Nebscot, Oklahoma, dancers in­ 
troduced the tangle-footed step, while 
still others are loud in their declara­ 
tion 
that “Jim” Ferguson’s fancy 
stepping was dubbed the “Charleston” 
when the Texas Legislature decided 
to do without his services as governor 
of the Lone Star state. 
But—and there* isn’t any question 
but that he is 
right—J. Donald 
“Dewey” Swope, prominent member of 
the Adams County Bar Association, 
asserts that Charlie Wilson, detective 
for the Western Maryland Railroad 
and one time night detective for Get­ 
tysburg College, originated, 
intro­ 
duced and executed the “Charleston” 
many years ago, in fact several years 
before the. craze became a nuisance. 
How It Happened
